Saudi Market Update 

• TASI closed 0.1% higher to 8,561 while NOMUC declined 0.1% 
to 14,629 on Sunday. TASI traded value totaled SAR 9.2bn and 
averaged SAR 11.9bn over the last 30 days. The five most active 
stocks (by value) in TASI accounted for 16.2% of the daily traded 
value. 

• MSCI Emerging Markets was closed for trading on Sunday. 

• Banks declined 0.5%, while Materials gained 0.3%. Telecom 
closed 0.9% lower. Food & Beverages and REITs (up 2.2%), were 
the best performing sectors. Among stocks, AlJazira Mawten 
REIT Fund (4331/ALJAZIRA AB), Taleem REIT Fund (4333/TALEEM 
AB), and Arab Sea Information System Co. (9505/ARABSEA AB), 
led the gainers. 

• According to the US Treasury, KSA's holdings of US Treasuries 
reached USD 130bn (SAR 487bn) in August 2020, up by USD 
5.4bn (SAR 20.3bn) M/M. The country remained at the 16th 
position for the third consecutive month among the largest 
holders of US debt in August 2020. (Source: Argaam) 

• Saudi Basic Industries Corp. (2010/SABIC AB) plans to expand 
the scope of its Crude Oil to Chemicals (COTC) project with The 
Saudi Arabian Oil Company (2222/ARAMCO AB) to include 
existing development programs of advancing crude to chemicals 
technologies as well as through integrating existing facilities. 
(Source: Argaam) 

• Saudi Vitrified Clay Pipes Co. (2360/SVCP AB) terminated the 
memorandum of understanding (MoU) signed earlier to acquire 
75% of Advanced Piping Solutions Co. The latest MoU extension 
ended on October 15 without reaching an agreement between 
both parties on a further extension of the deal. (Source: Argaam) 

• Thob Al Aseel Co (9507/ALASEEL AB) posted a net profit after 
Zakat and tax of SAR 75.8mn (USD 20.2mn) for the first nine 
months of 2020, a rise of 9% Y/Y, compared to SAR 69.8mn 
(USD 18.6mn) in the same period a year earlier. The company 
attributed the profit increase to higher sales and gross profit.

• Yanbu National Petrochemical Co. (2290/YANSAB AB) reported a 
net profit after Zakat and tax of SAR 344.9mn (USD 91.9mn) for 
the first nine months of 2020, a slump of 63% Y/Y, due to lower 
average sales prices of all products, despite a decline in 
production inputs average cost. (Source: Argaam)

China is 
down 0.3%. Japan and South Korea are trading 1.2% and 0.7% 
higher, respectively. Hong Kong and India are up 0.7% and 0.9%, 
respectively, in the morning session. 

• GCC markets ended mostly lower on Sunday. Dubai and Abu 
Dhabi declined 0.6% and 0.2%, respectively. Kuwait closed 0.5% 
lower, while Qatar closed 0.3% higher. Oman increased 0.2%, 
while Bahrain decreased 0.1%. 

• According to the US Department of the Treasury, the UAE has 
raised its holdings of US Treasury bonds by 23.9% M/M or USD 
7.05bn (SAR 26.4bn) to USD 137.2bn (SAR 514bn) by the end of 
August. (Source: Decypho) 

• According to the Central Bank of the UAE (CBUAE), the loans 
granted by the UAE banks rose by 5.5% to AED 1.8tn (SAR 
1.84tn) by the end of August 2020, compared to around AED 
1.7tn (SAR 1.74tn) in the same period of 2019. (Source: Zawya) 

• The CBUAE stated the UAE banks have increased their 
investments in debt securities by 2.3% M/M or AED 6.3bn (SAR
